Two of the Banks “ Dismissed” 
and the Others Ask for | 
More Time to 
Answer. 


FACTS. 


Much interest has been felt in the 
movement on the part of the City At- 
torney and City Council to compel the 
banks to pay à fair proportion of the 
taxes, and as yesterday was set for the 
hearing, there were more than the usu- 
al number of spectators in the cham- 
ber when the Council was called to 
order as a Board of Equalization, with 
Mr. Van Dusen in thechair. City At- 
torney McFarland was also on hand, 
with his stenographer, and there were 
quite a number of attorneys in attend- 
ance to watch the proceedings. 

After the transaction of some routine 
business, the bank matter was taken 
up, when W. F. Bosbyshell, on behalf 
of the Southern California Bank, ask- 
ed for a continuance of its case, on ac- 
count of the absence of the attorney, 
and it was granted to Thursday next 
at 10 o’clock. 

The case of the University Bank 
was then called, when Mr. McFuar- 
land questioned Judge R. M. Widney 
at considerable length, going over the 
reasons which led him to report that 
his bank should assessed $70,000 on 
‘“‘credits,’’ when nothing had been re- 
turned, 

Judge Widney was then sworn and 
said that his bark made no commer- 
cial loans, but loaned only on real 
estate security and that many of these 
mortgages had not been listed o re 
curded and could not be reached by the 
Assessor. This would account for the 
apparent discrepancy in the assess- 
ment of the bank. He said that if 
these rionlisted securities were in- 
cluded it would be double taxation 
and would force banks to ipcrease 
their rate of interest or close up busi- 
ness. 

Mr. McFarland then asked the 
Judge how it waa that owners of bank 
stock managed to escape taxation, 
when everybody else owning propert 
of any and every kind was compell 
to pay up, to which the Judge replied 
that the banks were largely agents for 
others, which, he said, explained the 
case. 

At this point Mr. Munday, on behalf 


ot the National Banks, appeared, and 


asked that an hour be fixed when he 
could be heard, and 3 o’clock was fixed 
as the time. 

The University Bank matter was 
then resumed, when Judge Widney 
said he desired the Assessor and City 
Attorney to visit the bank and he 
would show them that the unlisted 
securities would cover the $70,000 
which Mr. McFarland wanted taxes 
paid on. 

S. M. Whi'e, Esq., who was in the 
room, said that all mortgages must 
be taken from the assessable values of

PLATT MUST SETTLE. 


The Supervisors After the 
Tax Collector. 


PLATT’S REPLY TO THE BOARD. 


The District Attorney Instructed to- 
Commence Legal Proceedings 
If the Money Is Not Turned 
Over Forthwith. 


On the fifth of this month the 
Supervisors ordered Robert 8. Platt, 
the County Tax Collector, to appear 
before them and show why he should 
not pay over tothe County Treasurer 
certain moneys that he holds in his 
hands. He was given until Monday 
to make a showing, but he paid no at- 
tention to the request of the Board, 
and yesterday morning the matter was 
again taken up. The ball was opened 
by the reading of the following com- 
munication from Mr. Platt: 

I bave advised with my attorney as 
to matters in question this day between 
your bonorabie body and myself. 

First—Asto the report of Expert 
Biackman, I do not agree with his 
figures. My reports to your honorable 
body which speak for themselves, I 
will stay by. I do not owe the county 
of Los Angeles one dollar and am ad- 
vised to have the courts settle the 
matter, which is the proper course to 
pursue. 

Second—As to the payment of mon- 
ey received from the bonds of 
tax purchases, said money being depos- 
ited with me tor the issuing of tax deeds 
to said purchasers, it will be observed 
that I am unable to issue said deeds as 
fast as called fur on account of wantof 
clerical help. If the Board would per- 
mit the necessary clerical assistauce 
this difficulty would be obviated, but I 
do not regard the money when depos- 
ited with me on application for deeds 
as belonging tothe county until the 
deeds are ready for delivery. 

Ido not see that your honorable 
body intends placing such aid at my 
‘isposal. Iseeno way that the said 
deeds can be executed under the pres- 
ent working force in m 
help not being allowed me. 
money I consider i am holding f r the 
use of the purchasers to be applied 
when the deed is ready. At the same 
time I am protec 7 the interests of 
my boudsm n. Taking all these mat- 
ters into consideration, I presume ic is 
advisable for he c.trts tos ttle this 
dispute, althoug I must conf ss I am 
sorry to see it terminate or take such 
a course. 

In justice to your honorable body 
as well as to myself and bondsmen, i 
deem it advisable for the law to settle 
the aforesaid questions. 

Quite a little discussion followed 
the reading of this rambling letter and 
from the tone of the Supervisors it 
could be seen that they had made up 
their minds to go for Mr. Platt’s scalp. 
Finally Supervisor Davis offered the 
following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted. 

W aEREAS, the Board of Supervisors 
has caused a careful examination to be 
made of the accounts of R. 8. Platt. 
County Tax Collector, and from said 
examination we are advised that he 
holds in his hands the sum of $3837.94, 
money collected by him, from divers 
persons, as Tax Collector; and where- 
as he has failed and refused and 
still refuses. to pay the same, over 

Tressuret of this 
as he is by law required to do; 
therefore 

Resolved, that the District Attorney 
be directed to proceed forthWith to 
take such action to recover said money 
from said Tax Collector as he shall be 
advised is proper in the premises. 

After adopting this strong resolution 
the Board adopted several other reso- 
lutions setting forth what has been done 
by that body to induce Mr Platt to 
settle. 

Before taking an adjournment 
for the night a resolution was 
adopted ordering Mr. Platt to produce 
his books and accounts in the Super- 
visors’ room this morning at 10 o’clock, 
when the Board will meet to take fur- 
ther action in the matter.

To Cover the Open Grate. 


There is hardly any problem which a 
refined householder faces so hopelessly 
as the summer fireplace. The 
mechanism of open work iron which the 
stove man leaves there to take the place 
of the grate cannot be endured.

In an 
elaborate white and gold parlor probably 
the best way of settling the problem is 
to use a white and gold screen, hung with 
a panel of handsome embroidery in Louis 
XV ribbonwork or any decorative needle- 
work. Such ascreen may cost from $25 
upward.

Phonsands of Veterans Join in the 


Reviewed by President Harrison and 
Gen. Alger. 


The Greatest and Most Imposing 
‘Military Demonstration Ever 
Witnessed in the Metropolis 
of New England. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Aug. 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Before 8 o’clock the roar of 
cannon from the fleet in the harbor 
announced the Dispatch with Secretary 
Tracy, Vice-President Morton and Gen. 
Sherman, coming up the bay, and half 
an hour later another salute announced 
their arrival in the harbor. Subse- 
quently Secretary Tracy and the Vice- 
President took seats on the President- 
jal reviewing stand at Adams square. 
President Harrison breakfasted early. 
Shortly before 9 o’clock he received 
the Governor and State delegation and 
the party took carriages and rode over 
a portion of the route of the parade to 
view the decorations. 

‘After the drive the President took 
his place on the reviewing stand. 
During the drive the President was the 
recipient of many expressions of good 
will and respect from the crowds 
along the way.

THE RAILROAD STRIKE. 


The End as Sudden as Was Its Be- 
ginning.
